PENNSYLVANIA FINANCES. 


The Governor Asked to Sucerest Proper 


Subjects For Taxation. 


Harrisburg, June 1.—In the senate 


last evening Mr. Grady introduced a 
concurrent resolution asking the gov- 
ernor to inform the legislature of the 
financial condition of the state, and if 
there should be a deficit he is asked to 
suggest subjects of taxation. 


Mr. Thomas asked permission to re- 


cord his vote on the foregoing resolu- ' 
tlon in the affirmative. This permis- 
sion 
was granted, whereupon Mr. 


Thomas said: "It has been heralded 
far and near that the state of Pennsyl- 
vania Is practically bankrupt. This 
statement is not founded on facts. It 
is-true, however, that there Is a deficit* 
but it Is no fault of this legislature. 
Some years ago the stale was In debt 
$11,000.000. At that time but $1,500,000 
was appropriated to public schools. To- 
day the public schools get $5,500,000. 
Prom 1885 to 1896 the state has met 
several extraordinary expenditures, In- 
cluding $1,000,000 for the Johnstown 
flood sufferers. For new buildings on 
Capitol hill $225,000 has been spent, 
and $500,000 was appropriated to re- 
move the islands in the Delaware river. 
Notwithstanding this the state's debt 
is now less than $2,000,000. We can 
wipe out this deficit either by taxing 
proper subjects or by borrowing. The 
governor ought to suggest proper sub- 
jects for taxation, and as soon as he 
does we will be ready to act. Until 
then our hands are tied." 


The governor sent to the senate his 


veto of the bill increasing the salaries 
of the deputy sheriffs, save the real 
estate deputy, in the sheriff's office of 
Philadelphia from $1,000 to $2,500. 


In veto messages sent to the house 


the governor declined to approve the 
bill allowing schoolhouses to be used 
for religious purposes. He also vetoed 
the bill for special taxes for street 
sprinkling and street cleaning.

flood sufferers. For new buildings or 
Capitol hill $225,000 has been spent 
and $500,000 was appropriated to re­ 
move the islands in the Delaware river 
Notwithstanding this the state’s debt 
is now less than $2,000,000, We car 
wipe out this deficit either by taxlnp 
proper subjects or by borrowing.

governor ought to suggest proper sub­ 
jects for taxation, and as soon as hr 
does we will be ready to act.

There is at present, in the keeping 


of Mr. Hayward of Argyll Street, Reg- 
ent Street, a Ceylon sapphire belong- 
ing to Major-General Roblts which 
is not less remarkable for its size than 
for its transluceucy and the brilliance 
of the optical effects it can show. 
The weight of the gem is 638 carats, 
and it is of a dark milky-blue color, 
perfectly transparent 
and flawless. 


Larger sapphires have been known, 
but they have usually, if not always, 
been dull and muddy, instead of hav- 
ing the clear, translucent color of this 
specimen, but, in addition, it pos- 
sesses a property occasionally found 
in slightly cloudy or milky Ceylon 
sapphires—and sometimes in other 
gems too—which greatly enhances its 
value in the eyes of believers in the 
occult powers of precious stones to 
confer health and good fortune on 
their wearers. It is a star sapphire 
or astena. That is, being cat en 
cabochon, it displays a beautiful opa- 
lescent star, dividing its six rays at 
the apex, which changes its position 
according to the movement of the 
source of light by which it is viewed. 
By^ employing two or three sources of 
light two or three of these stars can 
be simultaneously seen in the gem.

A Notable Sapphire. 


There is at present, in the keeping 
of Mr. Hayward of Argyll Street, Reg­ 
ent Street, a Ceylon sapphire belong­ 
ing to Major-General Roblty, which 
is not less remarkable for its size than 
for its translucency and tho brilliance 
of the optical effects it can show. 
The weight of the gem is 638 carats, 
and it is of a dark milky-blue color,

and flawless. 
Larger sapphires have been known, 
but they have usually, if not always, 
been dull and muddy, instead of hav­ 
ing the clear, translucent color of this 
specimen, but, in addition, it pos­ 
sesses a property occasionally found 
in slightly cloudy or milky Ceylon 
sapphires—and sometimes in other 
gems too—which greatly enhances its 
valuo in the eyes of believers in tho 
occult powers of precious stones to 
confer health and good fortune on 
their wearers, 
It is a star sapphire 
or astena. 
That is, 
being cub en 
cabochon, it displays a beautiful opa­ 
lescent star, dividing its six rays at 
tho apex, Tvhioh changes its position 
according to the movement of the 
source of light by which it is viewed. 
By employing two or three sources of 
light two or three of these stars can 
be simultaneously seen in the gem. 
By further cutting it is said that the 
beauty of this stone could be still 
more increased, but, of course, at tho

THE LOST ISLAND. 


at 


our 


E bad called 
Mauritius on 
way from Liver- 
pool to Bombay 
in the ship Fare- 
well, and were five 
days out from the 
island when the ad- 
venture occurred 
by which we lost 
the 
captain and 


laid the founda- 
tion for this story. 
It was three o'clock 
a bright day, and 


fruit at hand bo must have perished 
He ate and drank his iill aud then 
slept, and the euu was just rising nex 
morning wheu he awoke. 


Tho island, when the castaway came 


to survey it, was about two miles am 
a half long by one mile in breadth 
and its average height above the sea 
was not over fifteen feet. 
It was of 


volcanic origin and was entirely cov 
ered with verdure, and there were six 
or seven diflerent sorts of wild fruits. 
Along the beach were oysters and 
shellnsh in abundance, and the Cap- 
tain soon assured himself that starva 
tion would not be one of the perils ol 
his situation. What struck him curi- 
ously was the entire absence of life on 
the island. There was neither animal 
nor bird, reptile nor insect. There 
should have been a dozen varieties of 
birds and an abundance of insect life 
on so fair a spot with its tropical cli- 
mate, but it was simply tenantless. 
And yet there was life there, and 
where the castaway least expected. 
He had been on the island a week or 
so, and had twice walked clear around 
it, when one day as he was gathering 
fruit iu an open spot he was suddenly 
and fiercely attacked by a naked man. 
The surprise was great, and the Cap-

had not yet recovered his 


strength, but, shaking the man off, he 
seized Ja club and laid about him so 
vigorously that his assailant ran away. 


It was a white man, and from the 


marks on his bands he must have been 
a sailor. How long he had lived there 
and how he reached the island in the

in the afternoon of 
the ship was not making above fou.r 
knots an hour. What sea there was 
on would not have bothered a quarter 
boat, and the ehip lifted to a wave 
only at long intervals. The second 
mate and I were superintending some 
work forward, while the captain was 
alone on the quarter deck. All of a 


without the slightest 
sea began to boil and 
and around us in the 
manner, and for five 


minutes every man had to hold on for 
his life. 
In her pitching the craft 


shipped three or four green seas, 
which cleared the decks of everything 
movable, but we were congratulating 
ourselves that all had escaped when 
the captain was.!ound to be missing. 
The man at the wheel had had a nar- 
row escape from being swept over- 
board, and for two or three minutes 
had lost sight of Captain Graham. 
The last sea we shipped had no doubt 
carried him away, and by the time we 
had come to this conclusion it was too 
late to make any move. 


The sea had been disturbed by an 


earthquake. Just where we were when 
the agitation began the chart showed 
the depth to be a full mile. Three 
months later, when soundings were 
taken by a French vessel, it was found 
that a mountain, two miles in circum- 
ference at the base, had been heaved 
tip until its crest was only forty feet 
below the surface. The set of wind 
and wave before and after the agita- 
tion was to the westward, and ten 
minutes after the ship had come back 
to a level keel the wind changed to 
the east and blew half a gale for the 
nest seven hours. 
As a matter of 


record, the ship pursued her voyage 
and made the port of Bombay without 
further adventure, and the remainder 
of the story relates to the captain. 
He wai swept overboard by the last 
•wave, just as we concluded, and pres- 
ently found himself far to leeward 
among a lot of spars and casks which 
the same wave had taken from the 
main deck. While the man seized a 
spar and passed a lashing around his 
body, he had no hope of rescue. 


Almost before he realized his posi- 


tion the ship was a mile away, and he 
felt sure that no boat would be low- 
ered to make a search for him. The 
epar to which he was lathed drifted 
away to the west and evening came 
on. Between five o'clock and sunset 
font ships passed the drifting man, 
but all too Jar away to see or hear, 
and when night came down he felt 
that 
there wag no longer 
the 


slightest chance lor hiia. He drifted 
to the westward, as I have told you, 
but how far has never been known. 
Night passed and another day came, 
and toward the close ol that day Cap- 
tain Graham lost consciousness. He 
mav have drifted a day after that— 
perhaps two days. When he came to 
bis senses again he was lying on a 
sandy beach, with his feet in the 
water. He had been cast ashore OB 
an island. It was surely an island to 
the north and west of Madagascar, but 
for reasons which will be explained 
later on it cannot be more definitely 
located. For an hour after opening 
bis eyes the man could not nnlash him- 
self from the spar. 
When he had 


finally accomplished that object he 
had to crawl on hands and knees to 
reach the shade of the bushes.

The latter followed 
at his heels, shouting for him to stop, 
but the unknown ran to the water, 
plunged in, and swam straight out to 
tea, looking back now and then and 
seeming to be in a terrible fright. He 
held to his course until he could no 
longer be seen, and there was no doubt 
he went to his death, as he did not re- 
turn. In a dense thicket the Captain 
found a rude shelter which tha man 
had used, and among the dried grass 
forming hia bed were a few fragments 
of cloth, which had once been a pea- 
jacket. There was also a sailor's pipe 
and an empty tobacco bos. 
Living 


there alone for years and years, with 
neither the'note of a bird nor the chirp 
of a cricket to cheer him, the man had 
lost his mind, and, looking upon Cap- 
tain Graham as an intruder, had meant 
to take his life. 


When the castaway had been a 


month on the island without sighting 
a sail, he made up his mind that the 
fate of the poor fellow who had dashed 
into the sea would some day be his.

ARRANGING HER TRESSES. 


To suit a long, narrow face, the hair 


should be dressed round, and it is al- 
ways best to show a coil or so from the 
side behind the ears; also endeavor to 
fill up the nape of the neck as much as 
possible. 


For a sharp featured face, always 


avoid dressing the hair right at the 
top of the back of the crown in a line 
with the nose, as this so accentuates 
the severe outlines.

When Dolly Madison was wife of a 
President, in 1815, she was described 
as in tho meridian of her life and 
beauty. 
Kudiant and vivacious, she 
dispensed hospitality and exchanged 
courtesies with unrivalled grace. 
She 
looked and moved a Queen. Her droso 
on ono occasion is described as of yel­ 
low velvet,with garniture of pearls,and 
she wore an elaborate head dress of 
feathers, “ a Paris turban, with a bird 
of paradise plume.” 
One of her char­ 
acteristics was that she never forgot 
a face. 
It was the custom of the day 
to take snuff, and the beautiful Mrs. 
Madison acquired tho habit by being 
too polite to refuse tho frequently 
offered box. 
When she was given a 
jewelled snuff-box for her own use she 
was diplomatically familiar with its 
service. 
There was'no lack of social 
splendor, and six horses wero not con­ 
sidered too many in thoso days to 
convey a President and his family 
from one scene of festivity to another, 
There was a much closer line drawn in 
regard to rank than there is at present.

destroyed it. 


As one of the risks of the country I 


looked into it and found that there 
were at least two or three accidents 
yearly in which no one returned to 
to tell the story. But I soon made 
up my mind that the swordfish had 
nothing to do with it, a fact which I 
proved in a singular and unexpected 
way. 
I hired a boat, or a pirogue, 


one day, wjth half a dozen men, to go 
on a hunt for a ITaiinsh. I discarded 
their crude methods and took a regu- 
lar harpoon, with a good stout rope 
for towing and a keg to throw over

The largest on record was about 


seventy feet in length, and was taken 
by the schooner Virgin.

I then set the sail and wa went four 


or five miles out to sea to a certain 
xeef to try the fishing. While there 
the men suddenly became very much 
excited at the sight of the tin of a 
large fish coming near the boat. Some 
of them wanted me to strike it, others 
were vociferous in their demand that 
we should pull for the shore, but in 
my sublime confidence, the result of 
perfect ignorance, I ordered 
the 


anchor pulled up and we rowed to- 
ward the fish. It permitted us to run 
alongside, as a whale would, and when 
almost over it the 
harpoon was 
thrown. 


I have had a somewhat extended ex- 


perience with large fishes and have 
«ven been behind a 
seventy-foot 


whale, but the result of this strike 
^surprised me. Immediately an enor- 
mous tail and body rose into the air, 
by a miracle missing the boat, the tail 
coming down with such force that had 
it struck the light craft it would have 
broken it into splinters. 


The same moment 
the animal 


sounded with such impetuosity that 
the bow of the boat was jerked under 
water, and when the rope broke, as it 
fortunately did, we floated half full of 
water, which was with difficulty bailed 
out. 
One old native in the crew said 


that we had had a fortunate escape, as 
had the line held we should have been 
hauled beneath the. surface as it 
fouled. Such a result was very appar- 
ent, and I saw at once the cause of the 
mysterious losses. 


This fish was so powerful that with 


comparative ease it could drag a large 
boat beneath the surface in case the 
lines fouled and were strong enough. 
Several of the natives told me of inci- 
dents illustrating the 
remarkable 


power of the fish, and some of them 
J»ad been in boats or canoes taat had 
been jerked beneath the surface and 
had made their escape by the breaking 
of the rope. 


The fish was undoubtedly the larg- 


est shark in the world, a spotted mar- 
bled monster that weighed almost as 
much as a large whale and attained a 
length of seventy or more feet. 
It 


was a singular creature, with month 
not placed beneath the head, as in the 
man-eater, and with enormous gill 
openings. Its teeth were small and 
it had a series of whalebone-like 
fingers in them, calling to mind the 
bone shark of American waters. 


This shark, rhinodon typicus, as it 


ia called by. science, is well known at 
the Seychelles Islands, where the pi- 
rogues of the natives are often de- 
stroyed by it It is often mistaken for 
a whale and harpooned, when its light- 
ning-like rashes either carry the boats 
beneath the surface or destroy them. 
Very few specimens of this fish hare 
been examined by white men. There

Music iu the Bible. 


Dr. Cyrus Adler, of the Smithsonian 


Institution, lectured in Philadelphia 
at the Mickve Israel Synagogue, under 
the auspices of the Mickve Israel Con- 
gregation, on "The Musical Instru- 
ments of the Bible and Their Modern 
Representatives." 
The lecture was 


illustrated with a number of stereop- 
ticon pictures of ancient musical in- 
struments as shown in statues and bas 
relief and their prototypes of the 
present day. The different musical 
instruments of the Bible were de- 
scribed in detail by Dr. Adler, under 
the following three classes: Instru- 
ments of percussion, wind instruments 
and string instruments. 
The only 


musical instrument used among the 
ancient Israelites of which we have'a 
contemporary representation is the 
long trumpet preserved in the arch of 
Titus in Rome. This resembles the 
modern "n'feer" of the Moors. The 
only instrument used in ancient times 
which is still in use is the

GIRDLING FRUIT TREES. 


There is a common opinion that 


girdling, or the removal of a small 
riag of bark from a limb or tho body 
of the tree, will induce fruiting the 
coming season, as the sap coming back 
from the blossom is retarded and blos- 
som buds are formed for the next sea- 
sou. 
The common practice is to re- 


move a ring of the bark. 
Mr. Dart, 


however, advises removing a spiral 
and finds that this gives better satis- 
faction from the fact that there is less 
danger of injuring the tree'. To make 
a Darren tree bloom, girdling should 
be done the last of July or the. first 
week in August. 
About the only ex 


cuse for this practice is when it is de- 
sired to indu?e early fruiting, so as to 
learn the value of a variety as soon as 
possible. Cut out one-fourth inch of 
bark around some branch that will be 
removed anyhow in pruning. This 
has been practiced by experimenters, 
but it invariably results in causin^ a 
dead spot difficult to heal over when 
the branch is finally removed. 
It is 


generally agreed that the spiral system 
of girdling is the most satisfactory.— 
Duane Cook, of Minnesota. 


G ROWING JOXQUILS. 


Mrs. Margaret Delancl, of Boston, 


the well-known writer, recently had 
her second annual sale of jonquils,says 
the Advertiser. She has been experi- 
menting to see what are the possibili- 
ties of making money in window flower 
raising by women and girls who live 
in one or two rooms. While there are 
not "lots of money" in it, quite a sub- 
stantial bit may bo added to a slender 
income. Last September she planted 
two thousand bulbs; about fifty failed 
to come up. The year before she 
planted twelve hundred, and only 
twenty failed to appear. The bulbs 
co?t one to three qents apiece. In 
potting, a layer of moss is put ia the 
bottom of the pot, then a spoonful of 
charcoal, then rich soil to within an 
inch of the top, in which are planted 
eight or nine buibe. Water thoroughly 
then leave in a cool, dark place° six 
weeks to two months, until the roots 
come through the bottom of tbe pot 
and there is quite a bit of green. Then 
bring them out and keep well watered; 
keep water in the saucer. They do 
not need sunshine. There were eighty- 
five plants ready and in bloom the day 
of the sale, at $1, $1.25 and §1.50. 
ine proceeds went to help a woman 
make success of flower raising next 
year. A woman in one room can easily 
make §15 on jonquil raisin?. The en- 
tire cost is about twenty cents a pot 
and at wholesale they would brin^ 
fifty cents.

Steel Mantels. 


The introduction of steel mantels ia 


being largely favored by Eastern build- 
ers in the construction of dwellings. 
In these, all the surface below the slab 
is composed of twenty-gauge wrought 
steel, pressed into the desired shape 
or style by heavy machinery, the out- 
side surface being enameled to imi- 
tate aty kind of wood or marble, the 
nature of this enameling being such 
that the material wilt withstand all 
changes of temperature without iujnrv. 
Of the advantages pertaining to such 
mantels, in addition to their economy, 
prominence is given to that of dimin- 
ished weight, as compared with the 
slate or marble mantel, which they 
take the place of, one "of the latter 
weighing, say, some 400 pounds, while 
one of steel weighs only 100, this also 
including seventy pounds for the slate 
slab which is supplied with the metal 
mantel-pieces. 
Such mantels hold 


their shape if the house settles, as 
there are no joints to part; they are 
fireproof, and act as a radiator of the 
beat instead of abiorbiag it. 


COLTS OS THE FAItll. 


So long as teams are necessary on 


the farm to do the work with proper 
management the raising of good colts 
can be made to some extent at least 
profitable. 


A good team or teams of brood mares 


can do nearly or quite as much work 
as horses, and if kept in good condi- 
tion and properly bred to a good sire 
will bring a good colt. Outside of the 
cost of service it will cost practically 
nothing to raise until it is ready to 
wean. Then after it is two and a half 
years old, if proper care has been 


_ a m training, it will be able to do 


sufficient work to pay for keep until 
B18 ttXf Gu 
Srt tTiaf* n i-»*1 *i 


ns the cost of service and of feed- 


ing for two years will make the cost 
of the colt. We are driving a team of 
good young horses, one three and the 
other four years old, that wera raised 
in this way, and they are able to do a 
very large amount of work. And any- 
thing like a fair colt will sell for 
double the cost of the feed for two 
years. By the time one team of colts 
has matured sufficiently to be ready to 
•ell, another younger team can fce 
ready to do the work. 


Of course good mares should be kept, 


and they should be bred to agood horse. 
It is hardly advisable to keep and breed 
a plug mare, and especially if she i« 
bred to a scrub horse. A colt from a 
mating of this kind would hardly sell 
at a profitable price, but there is no 
good reason for raising a colt of this 
sort Average good mares can be 
secured so cheap that it is good econ- 
omy to have good mares and breed to 
good sires, using all reasonable care 
to raise good colts, and if there is any- 
where that they can be raised profit- 
ably, it is on the farm where the mares 
can be used to an advantage in doing 
the work and the colts may be used 
sufficiently to pay for their keep as 
soon as they are old enough.—N. J. 
bhcpherd, in Nebraska Farmer

OME years ago, said an ox-Con-

cial firm in London, and, incidentally, 
of the animals for a society of Which

things I investigated was the fishing, 
and 1 soon learned that there was an 
extraordinary swordfish, known as the 
sailfish, on the coast, which was sup­ 
posed to be very dangerous, and when 
attacked often turned on the boat and 
destroyed it. 


As one of the risks of the country I 
looked into it and found that there 
were at least two or three accidents 
yearly in which no one returned to 
to tell the story. 
But I soon made 
up my mind that the swordiish had 
nothing to do with it, a fact whicli I 
proved in a singular and unexpected 
way. 
I hired a boat, or a pirogue, 
one day, wjth half a dozen men, to go 
on a hunt for a 'Vailfish. 
I discarded 
their crude methods and took a regu­ 
lar harpoon, with a good stout rope 
for towing and a keg to throw over, 
after the fashion of the New England 
fishermen.

Dr* Wright, of the Dublin Univer 
sity, observed one of these sharks that 
waB fifty feet in length, and had tho 
assurance of competent witnesses that 
they had been taken seventy or eighty 
feet in length.

I then set the sail and we went four 
or five miles out to sea to a certain 
reef to try the fishing. 
While there 
the men suddenly became very much 
excited at the sight of the fin of a 
large fish coming near the boat. Some 
of them wanted me to strike it, others 
were vociferous in their demand that 
we should pull for the shore, but in 
my sublime confidence, the result of 
perfect ignorance, 
I 
ordered 
the 
anchor pulled up and we rowed to­ 
ward the fish. 
It permitted us to run 
alongside, as a whale would, and when 
almost over 
it 
the 
harpoon 
was 
thrown. 


I have had a somewhat extended ex­ 
perience with large fishes and have 
-even 
been behind a 
seventy-foot 
^vhale, but the result of this strike 
surprised me. 
Immediately an enor­ 
mous tail and body roso into the air, 
by a miracle missing the boat, the tail 
•coming down with such force that had 
it struck the light craft it would have 
broken it into splinters.

Bounded with such impetuosity that 
the bow of the boat was jerked under 
water, and when the rope broke, as it 
fortunately did, we floated half lull of 
water, which was with difficulty bailed 
out. 
One old native in the crew said 
that we had had a fortunate escape, as 
had tho line held we should have been 
hauled beneath th e . surface 
as 
it 
fouled. Such a result was very appar­ 
ent, and I saw at once the cause oi the 
mysterious losses. 


This flsli was so powerful that with 
comparative ease it could drag a large 
boat beneath the surface in case tho 
lines fouled and were strong enough. 
Several of the natives told me of inci­ 
dents illustrating* the. 
remarkable 
power of the fish, and some of them 
had been in boats or canoes t ’aat had 
been jerked beneath tho surface and 
had made their escape by tho breaking 
of the rope, 


The fish was undoubtedly the larg­ 
est shark in the world, a spotted mar­ 
bled monster that weighed almost as 
much as a large whale and attained a 
length of seventy or more feet. 
It 
was a singular croature, with mouth 
not placed beneath the head, as in the 
man-eater, and with enormous gill 
openings. 
Its teeth were small and 
it had a series of whalebone-like 
fingers in them, calling to mind the 
bone shark of American waters. 


This «hark, rhinodon typicus, as it 
is called by* science, is well known at 
the Seychelles Islands, where the pi­ 
rogues of the natives are often de- 
etroyed by it. 
It is often mistaken for 
a whale and harpooned, when its light­ 
ning-like rushes either carry the boats 
beneath the surface or destroy them. 
Very few specimens of this fish have 
been examined by white men.

Music iu tiie Bible. 


Dr. Cyrus Adler, of tho Smithsonian 
Institution, lectured in Philadelphia 
at the Mickve Israel Synagogue, under 
the auspices of the Mickve Israel Con­ 
gregation, on “ The Musical Instru­ 
ments of the Bible and Their Modern 
Representatives.” 
The lecture was 
illustrated with a number of stereop- 
ticon pictures of ancient musical in­ 
struments as shown in statues and bas 
relief and their prototypes of the 
present day. 
The different musical 
instruments of tho Bible were de­ 
scribed in detail by Dr. Adler, under 
the following three classes: 
Instru­ 
ments of percussion, wind instruments 
and string instruments. 
The only 
musical instrument used among tho 
ancient Israelites of which we have'a 
contemporary representation is the 
long trumpet preserved in the arch of 
Titus in Koine. 
This resembles tho 
modern “n’feer” of the Moors. 
Tho 
only instrument used in ancient times 
which is still in use is the ^shofor,” 
or ram’s horn, blown in the synagogues 
on the Hebrew New Year Day and the 
Day of Atonement. 
Other ancient 
instruments which have their repre­ 
sentations in modern forms are tho 
tabret and or band drum, cymbals, 
the flute or pipe, the double flute, the 
bagpipe, the harp, the psaltry or dul­ 
cimer. 
Various instruments not cer­ 
tainly identified, mentioned in the 
Bible, are evidently instruments in­ 
tended 
to 
accompany 
particular 
Psalms, and these are named accord* 
ing to the instruments which were 
used in the accompaniment tti their 
rhythmic rendering. 


Steel Mantels. 


The introduction of steel mantels is 
b ein g largely favored by Eabtern build­ 
ers in the construction of dwelling«# 
In these, all the surface below the slab 
is composed of twenty-gauge wrought 
steel, pressed into the desired shapo 
or style by heavy machinery, tho out­ 
side surface being enameled to imi­ 
tate any kind of wood or marble, tho 
nature of this enameling being such 
that the material will withstand all 
changes of temperature without injury. 
Of the advantages pertaining to such 
mantels, in addition to their economy, 
prominence is given to that of dimin* 
ished w eight, us compared with the 
slate or marble mantel, which they 
take the place of, one of the latter 
weighing, say, some 400 pounds, while 
one of steel weighs only 100, this also 
including seventy pounds for the slato 
slab which is supplied with the metal 
mantel-pieces. 
Such mantels hold 
their shape if the house settles, as 
there are no joints to p a r t; they are 
fireproof, and act as a radiator of thi 
heat iortead of absorbing it, 
-—

move a ring of the bark. 
Mr. Dart, 
however, advises removing a spiral 
and finds that this gives better satis­ 
faction from the fact that thexe is less 
danger of injuring the tree. 
To make 
a barren tree bloom, girdling should 
be done tho last of July or tho first 
week in August. 
About the only ex­ 
cuse for thi3 practice is when it is de­ 
sired to indu°e early fruiting, so as to 
learn the value of a variety as soon as 
possible. 
Cut out one-fourth inch of 
bark around some branch that will be 
removed anyhow ih pruning. 
This 
has been practiced by experimenters, 
but it invariably results in causing a 
dead spot difficult to heal over when 
the branch is finally removed. 
It is 
generally agreed that the spiral system 
of girdling is the most satisfactory.— 
Duane Cook, of Minnesota. 


GROWING JONQUILS. 


Mrs. Margaret Deland, of Boston, 
the well-known writer, recently had 
her second annual sale of jonquils,says 
the Advertiser. 
She has been experi­ 
menting to see what are the possibili­ 
ties of making money in window flower 
raising by women and girls who live 
m one or two rooms. 
While there are 
not “ lots of money’* in it, quite a sub­ 
stantial bit may bo added to a slender 
income. 
Last September she planted 
two thousand bulbs; about fifty failed 
to come up. 
The year before she 
planted twelve hundred, and only 
twenty failed to appear. 
The bulbs 
co?t one to three qents apiece. 
In 
potting, a layer of moss is put in the 
bottom of the pot, then a spoonful of 
charcoal, then rich soil to within an 
inch of the top, in which are planted 
eight or nine bulbs. Water thoroughly, 
then leave iu a cool, dark place six 
weeks to two months, until the roots 
come through the bottom of tbo pot 
and there is quite a bit of green. Then 
bring them out and keep well watered; 
keep water in the saucer. 
They do 
not need sunshine. There were eighty- 
five plants ready and in bloom the dny 
of the sale, at SI, $1.25 and $1.30. 
The proceeds went to help a woman 
make success of flower raising next 
year. A woman in one room can easily 
make $15 on jonquil raising. The en­ 
tire cost is about twenty cents a pot, 
and at wholesale they would bring 
fifty cents. 


COLTS ON THE FAR1I. 


So long as teams are necessary on 
the farm to do the work with proper 
management the raising of good colts 
can be made to some extent at least 
profitable. 


A good team or teams of brood mares 
can do nearly or quite as much work 
as horses, and if kept in good condi­ 
tion and properly bred to a good sire 
will bring a good colt. 
Outside of the 
cost of service it will cost practically 
nothing to raise until it is ready to 
wean. 
Then after it is two and a half 
years old, if proper care has been 
taken in training, it will be able to do 
sufficient work to pay for keep until 
matured. 
So that under average con­ 
ditions tho cost of service and of feed­ 
ing for two years will make the cost 
of the colt. 
We are driving a team of 
good young horses, one three and the 
other four years old, .that wera raised 
in this way, and they are able to do a 
very large amount of work. 
And any­ 
thing like a fair colt will sell for 
double the cost of the feed for two 
years. 
By the time one team of colts 
hos matured sufficiently to be ready to 
»oil, another younger team can be 
ready to do tho work. 


Of course good mares should bo kept, 
and they should bo bred to a good horse. 
It is hardly advisable to keep and breed 
a plug mare, and especially if she is 
bred to a scrub horse. 
A colt from a 
mating of this kind would hardly sell 
at a profitable price, but there is no 
good reason for raising a colt of this 
sort. 
Average good mares can be 
secured so cheap that it is good econ­ 
omy to have good mares and brood to 
good sires, using all reasonable care 
to raise good colts, and if there is any­ 
where that they can be raised profit­ 
ably, it is on the farm where the mares 
can be used to an advantage in doing 
the work and the colts may be used 
sufficiently to pay for their keep as 
soon as they are old enough.—N, J, 
Shepherd, in Nebraska Farmer,

have those about him happy and con­ 
tented, ho will look to these matters 
carefully and well. 
As a usual thing 
they are overlooked. 


It is not best to milk a cow too 
closo to the period of calving, 
Sho 
could be allowed to go dry for six 
weeks at least, as sho should not be 
taxed to produce milk during the last 
few weeks. 
It must bo the duty ol 
the farmer to feed such cows very 
carefully, as milk fever may result il 
they are made very fat. 


An inch of ram may appear as o 
very insignificant 
quantity, 
but it 
means over 17,000,000 gallons of water 
on every square mile. 
The plants 
pump a large quantity and give it ofl 
to the air, and much is evaporated 
from the surface. 
Ic requires but a 
few inches of rain to produce crops ii 
it could be retained in tho soil. 


A generally accepted fact among 
business men nowadays is that profits 
must be expected more from close 
buying and economical management 
than by a large percentage of profits. 
So with farming and stock raising it 
is prudent management, exorcise of 
good judgment and saving at all ends 
and corners, that brings things out 
right at the year’s end. 


Work a little more by plan and sys­ 
tem this spring. 
It is the only way 
out of trouble. 
The conditions which 
confront tho farmer of to-day make 
discretion, careful calculation and a 
keen sense of business management 
absolutely essential to any marked 
degree of success. 
The sooner we 
come to a realizing sense of this, the 
better. 


If a farmer proposes to engage in 
dairying only to add to the stock of 
poor butter with which we are already 
deluged, he would better stay out; 
but with our advanced knowledge 
there is no use in this at all.

never was a timo in which there has 
been an over-supply of really good 
butter in our markets.

To- 
day the public schools get $r».500.000. 
Prom 1885 to iS96 the state has met 
several extraordinary expenditures. In- 
cluding $1,000,000 for 
the 
Johnstown 
flood sufferers. For new buildings on 
Capitol hill $225.000 has been spent, 
and $500,000 was appropriated to ro- 
move the islands in the Delaware river. 
Notwithstanding this the state's debt 
is now loss than $2,000,000. Wo can 
wipe out this deficit either by taxing 
proper subjects or by borrowinir

There is at present, in the keeping 
of Mr. Hayward of Argyll Street, Keg- 
ent Street, a Ceylon sapphire belong- 
ing to Major-General Kublty, which 
is not less remarkable for its size than 
for its translucency and the brilliance 
of the optical elTects it can show. 
The weight of tho gem is 638 carats, 
and it is of a dark milky-blue color, 
perfectly transparent 
and flawless. 
Larger sapphires have been known, 
but they have usually, if not always, 
been dull and muddy, instead of hav- 
ing the clear, translucent color of this 
specimen, but, in addition, it pos- 
eefcses a property occasionally found 
in slightly oJoudy or milky Ceylon 
sapphires—and sometimes in other 
gems too—which greatly enhances its 
value in tho eyes of believers in the 
occult powers of precious stones to 
confer health and good fortune on 
their wearers. 
It is a star sapphire 
or ftsteria. That is, being cub en 
cabochon, it displays a beautiful opa- 
lescent star, dividing its six rays at 
tho apex, 'which changes its position 
according to the movement of the 
source of light by which it is viewed. 
By employing t^o or three sources of 
light two or three of these stars can 
be simultaneously seen in the gem. 
By further cutting it is said that the 
beauty of this stone could be still 
more increased, but, of course, at tho

ket was 28 inches high and 27 inches 
wide.

Budden, and without 
the slightest 
warning, the sea began to boil and 
heave under and around us iu the 
most violent 
manner, and for five 
minutes every man had to hold on for 
his life. 
In her pitching the craft 
shipped three or four green seas, 
which cleared the decks of everything 
movable, but we were congratulating 
ourselves that all bad escaped when 
the captain waa.îound to be missing. 
The man at the wheel had had a nar- 
row escape from being swept over- 
board, and for two or three minutes 
had lost sight of 
Oaptain Graham. 
The last sea we shipped had no doubt 
carried him away, and by the time we 
had come to this conclusion it was too 
late to make any move. 


The sea had been disturbed by an 
earthquake. 
Just whore we were when 
the agitation began the chart showed 
the depth to be a full mile. 
Three 
months later, when soundings were 
taken by a French vessel, it was found 
that a mountain, two miles in circum- 
ferenoe at the base, had been heaved 
up until its crest was only forty feet 
below the surface. 
The set of wind 
and wave before and after the agita- 
tion was to the westward, and ten 
minutes after tho ship had come back 
to a level keel the wind changed to 
the east and biew half a gale for the 
next seven hours. 
As a matter of 
record, the ship pursued her voyage 
ftnd made the port of Bombay without 
further adventure, and the remainder 
of the story relates to the captain. 
He wag swept overboard by tho last 
-wave, just as wo concluded, and pres- 
ently found himself far to leeward 
among a lot of spars and casks which 
the same wave had taken from the 
main deck. 
While the man seized a 
ßpar and passed a lashing around his 
body, he had no hope of rescue. 


Almost before he realized his posi- 
tion tho ship was a mile away, and he 
felt sure that no boat would be low- 
ered to make a search for him. 
The 
spar to which he was lanhetl drifted 
away to the west and evening came 
on, 
Botwoen iivG o'clock and sunset 
four ships passed tho drifting man, 
but all too lar away to see or hear, 
and when night came down ho felt 
that 
there 
was no 
longer 
^ the 
ßlightest chance lor hun. 
lie drifted 
to tjio westward, as I have told you, 
but how far has never boon known. 
Night passed and another day came, 
and toward tiie close ot that day Oap- 
tain Graham lost consciousness. 
He 
may have drifted a day after that— 
perhaps two dayp. 
When he came to 
his senses again he was lying on a 
sandy beach, with his feet in the 
water. 
He had been cast ashore on 
an island. 
It) was surely an island to 
the north and west of Madagascar, but 
fur reasons which will bo explained 
later on it cannot be more deiinitely 
located. 
For an hour after opening 
¿is eyes the man could notunla«hhim- 
polf from the spar. 
When he had 
finally 
acoomi^liähed that object he 
had to crawl on hands and knees to 
reach the shade of the bushes. 
It was 
Jiigh noon and the weather hot, and 
the Captain was so exhausted that if 
he had not found freth water and wild 


fruit at hand ho must have perished. 
He ate and drank his lill and then 
slept, and the sun was just rising next 
morning when he awoke. 


Tho island, when thecastawav oamo 
to survey it, was about two miles and 
a half long by one mile in breadth, 
and !ts average height 
above the sea 
was not over fifteen feet. 
It was of 
volcanic origin and was entirely cov- 
ered with verdure, and there were six 
or seven diflerent sorts of wild fruits. 
Along the beach were oysters and 
shelltlsh in abundance, and the Oap- 
tain soon assured himself that starva- 
tion would not be one of the perils of 
his situation.

was landed at Cape Town. 
He had 
figured out the latitude and longitude 
of his island to his own satisfaction, 
but the chart on board the Speed 
failed to show any such island. 
Oap- 
tain Graham at once set about finding 
a ship to bring tho treasure off. 
A 
brig was finally chartered, but after a 
cruise of months she failed to find the 
island. 
Where Graham said the island 
ought to be lead found bottom at forty 
feet, and in the immediate neighbor- 
hood a mafis of trees and bushes was 
found floating about. 


But for certain things the whole story 
would have been put down to sheer 
imagination. 
It was a fact beyond

that 
Captuin Graham was 
swept overboard. 
He was picked up 
offa raft eleven months later. 
Where 
had he lived in the interval if not on 
an island? 
There 
was the raft to 
prove his story, and how about the 
gold pieces? 
Some of them were so 
old as to have an additional value as 
souvenirs, and scores of people at the 
Capo handled them. 
Where did ho 
get the money if not from one of the 
treasure boxes on the island? 
In the 
space 
of two years he made three 
different voyages in search of 
his 
island, and when the story leaked out 
three or four other expeditions were 
fitted out, but in all the sailing to and 
fro no 
human 
eye could find the 
looked for spot. 
It had been raised 
from the sea by a volcanic distur- 
bance. 
Had 
a 
second disturbance 
caused 
the 
sea to swallow it up? 
There are many reasons to believe 
that this was the fate which overtook 
it. 
About ten years after the cap- 
tain's last voyage a volcanic island, 
which war? simply a barren rock about 
a mile in circumference, was pushed 
above water about where his island 
was supposed to be, and it is there to- 
day with a fringa of trees all around 
its outer edge. 
It has been searched 
inch by inch for treasure, but not a 
a single gold piece has yielded up.

Whito House receptions in tho days 
ot the Washingtons were more formid- 
able affttira than they are now.

known to the court of Franco. 
None 
was permitted to attend, says an old 
chronicle, except thoso who had high 
social and diplomatic rank, and "full 
dress was required of all who passed 
the ordeal of social inspection," 


When Dolly Madison was wife of a 
President, in 1S15, she was described 
as in tho meridian of her life and 
beauty. 
Budiant and vivacious, she 
dispensed hospitality and exchanged 
courtiisies with unrivalled grace. 
She 
looked and moved a Queen, Her droso 
on ono occasion is described as of yel- 
low velvet, with garniture of pearls, and 
she wore an elaborate head dress of 
feathers, ''a Paris turban, with a bird 
of paradise plume.'* 
One of her char- 
acteristics was that she never forgot 
a face. 
It was the custom of the day 
to take snuff, and the beautiful Mrs. 
Madison acquired tho habit by being 
too polite to refuse the frequently 
offered box. 
When she was given a 
jewelled snuff-box for her own use ehe 
was diplomatically familiar with its 
service. 
There was'no lack of social 
splendor, and six horses were not con- 
sidered too many in thoso days to 
convey a President and his family 
from one scene of festivity to another, 
There was a much closer line drawn in 
regard to rank than there is at present. 
The efl'ect of a social gathering wau 
made more brilliant than it is by the 
dress of the men, who followed the 
style of the court of Franco. Imagine 
a light-blue French coat 
with high 
collar, broad lapels and largo 
gilt 
buttons; 
a 
double-breasted 
Mar- 
seilles vest, nankeen-colored cassimere 
breeches, Avith whito silk stockings, 
shining x^umps and full lace ruliles on 
the shirt bosom and wrists, with a 
white cravat inilated with a 
"imd 
ding," as it was called.

Queen Kanalvalono of Madagascar to 
tho Island of Keunion.

fore them; and finally, suppressing 
her pobs, she wrapped her lamba 
around her, and with a proud gesture 
cried out: "Are there no men among 
you who will fight? As for me, I am 
but a woman ; but I would far rather 
die in my palace than yield to the 
French,"—New York Journal.

OME years ago, said an ox-Con 
sul to one oi the Indian ocean 
ports 
to a reporter of the 
Philadelphia ^Times, I spent 
nearly a year on the Island of Mauri- 
tius, making a study of the natural 
products of the country for a commer- 
cial firin in Loudon, and, incidentally, 
of the animals for a society of tvUich 
1 
-was a member. 
Among 
other 
things I investigated was the 
fishing, 
and 1 soon learned that there was an 
extraofdinai^y swordiish, known as the 
sailfish, on the coast, which was sup- 
posed to be very dangerous, and when 
attacked often turned on the boat and 
destroyed it. 


As one of the risks of the country I 
looked into it and found that there 
were at least two or three accidents 
yearly in which no one returned to 
to tell the story. 
But I soon made 
up my mind that the swordiish had 
nothing to do with it, a fact which I 
proved in a singular and unexpected 
way. 
I hired a boat, or a pirogue, 
one day, wjth half a dozen men, to go 
on a hunt for a 'saililsb. 
I discarded 
their crude methods and took a regu- 
lar harpoon, with a good stout rope 
for t o w l D g and a keg to throw over, 


length, and which was taken in a net ' 
'by some Cingalese. 


^ Dr. Wright, of the Dublin Univer- 
sity, observed one of these sharks that 
was fifty feet in length, and had tho 
assurance of competent witnesses thai 
they had been taken seventy or eighty 
feet in length. 
One hundred yeara 
ago there were giant sharks near Capo 
Cod, where a monster almost as largo 
AS the rhiuodou was followed with 
such persistency that the rest almost 
entirely disappeared, only one now 
and then being taken. 


The largest on record was about 
seventy feet in longth, and was taken 
by the schooner Virgin. When hauled 
alongside it was seen to be longer than 
the sohooneï, that was of sixty-eight 
tons burden. 
The Virgin harpooned 
another, which was ai^parently still 
larger. 
Such a shark is more active 
than a whale, and could easily carry a 
large boat under water, and to theso 
fishes may be laid many of the mya- 
terious casualties of tho deep sea.

The fin was so tall and large that 
from a little distance it seemed ex- 
actly like the small sail of a vessel, 
and quivered and scintillated as the 
fish moved along. 
The fish paid little 
. or no attention to the boat, so that it 
was an easy matter to run alongside. 
A few minutes later wo had the har- 
poon in it, and it was towing the buoy 
away over the water, exactly as does 
the American swordfish. 
It was ulti- 
mately captured in the same man- 
ner. 


I then set the sail and we went four 
or five miles out to sea to a certain 
xeef to try the 
fishing. 
While there 
the men suddenly became very much 
excited at the sight of the fin of a 
large fish coming near the boat. Some 
of them wanted me to strike it, others 
were vociferous in their demand that 
we should pull for the shore, but in 
my sublime confidence, the result oi 
perfect ignorance, 
I 
ordered 
the 
anchor pulled up and we rowed to- 
ward the fish. It i)ermitted us to run 
alongside, as a whale would, and when 
almost 
over 
it 
the 
harpoon 
was 
thrown- 


I have had a somewhat extended ex- 
perience with large fishes and have 
«ven 
been behind a 
seventy-foot 
Avhale, but the result of this strike 
surprised me. 
Immediately an enor- 
mous tail and body roso into the air, 
by a miracle missing the boat, the tail 
coming down with such force that had 
it struck the light craft it would have 
broken it into splinters. 


The 
same 
moment 
the 
animal 
Bounded with such impetuosity that 
the bow of the boat was jerked under 
Water, and when the rope broke, as it 
fortunately did, we floated half lull of 
water, which was with difliculty bailed 
out. 
One old native in the crow said 
that we had had a fortunate escape, as 
had tho line held we should have been 
hauled beneath 
the. surface 
as 
it 
fouled. Such a result was very appar- 
ent, and I saw at once the cause oi the 
mysterious losses. 


This iish was so powerful that with 
comparative ease it could drag a large 
boat beneath the surface in case the 
lines fouled and were strong enough. 
Several of the natives told me of inci- 
dents 
illustrating' the. 
remarkable 
power of the fish, and some of them 
had been in boats or canoes t'aat had 
been jerked beneath tho euri'ace and 
had made their escape by tho breaking 
of the rope. 


The fish was undoubtedly the larg- 
est shark in tho world, a sj^otted mar- 
bled monster that weighed almost as 
much as a large whale and attained a 
length of seventy or more feet. 
It 
was a singular croature, with mouth 
not placed beneath the head, as in the 
man-eater, and with Qnormous gill 
openings. 
Its teeth wore small and 
it had a series of 
whalebone-like 
fingers in them, calling to mind the 
bone shark of American waters. 


This shark, rhinodon typicus, as it 
is called byi science, is well known at 
the Seychelles Islands, where the pi- 
rogues of the natives aro often de- 
Btroyed by it. 
It is often mistaken for 
a whale and harpooned, when its light- 
ning-like rushes either carry the boats 
beneath the surface or destroy them. 
Very few epeoimena of this fish have 
been examined by v/hite men.

Music iu the Bible. 


Dr. Cyrus Adier, of the Smithsonian 
Institution, lectured in Philadelphia 
at the Mickve Israel Synagogue, under 
the auspices of the Mickve Israel Con- 
gregation, on '"The Musical Instru- 
ments of the Bible and Their Modern 
Representatives." 
The lecture was 
illustrated with a number of stereop- 
ticon pictures of ancient musical in- 
struments as shown in statues and bas 
relief and their prototypes of 
the 
present day. 
The different musical 
instruments of the Bible were de- 
scribed in detail bv Dr. Adler, under 
the following three classes: 
Instru- 
ments of percussion, wind instruments 
and string instruments. 
The 
only 
musical instrument used among the 
ancient Israelites of which we have'a 
contemporary representation 
is the 
long trumpet preserved in the arch of 
Titus in liome. 
This resembles tho 
modern "n'feer" of the Moors. 
Tho 
onlv instrument used in ancient times 
which is still iu use is the''sbofor," 
or ram's horn, blown in the synagogues 
on the Hebrew New Year Day and the 
Day of Atonement. 
Other ancient 
instruments which have their repre- 
sentations in modern forms are tho 
tabret and or band drum, cymbale, 
the flute or pipe, the double flute, tha 
bagpipe, the harp, the psaltry or dul- 
cimer. 
Various instruments not cer- 
tainly identified, mentioned in tho 
Bible, are evidently instruments in- 
tended 
to 
accompany 
particular 
Psalms, and these are named accord- 
ing to the instruments which were 
used in the accompaniment td their 
rhythmic rendering. 


GIUDLIN'O FRUIT TREES. 


There is a common opinion that 
girdling, or the removal of a small 
rijg of bark from a limb or tho body 
of tho tree, will induce fruiting the 
coming season, as the sap oominsf back 
from the blossom is retarded and blos- 
som buds are formed for the next sea- 
son. 
The common practice is to re- 
move a ring of the bark. 
Mr. Dart, 
however, 
advises removing a spiral 
and finds that this gives better satis- 
faction from the fact that thef? is less 
danger of injuring tlie tree. 
To make 
a barren tree bloom, girdling should 
be d.oue the last of July or the first 
week in August. 
About the only ex- 
cuse for this practice is when it is de 
sired to indu-^e early fruiting, so as to 
learn the value of a variety as soon as 
possible. 
Cut out one-fourth inch of 
bark around some branch that will be 
removed anyhow ih pruning. 
This 
has been practiced by experimenters, 
but it invariably results in causing a 
dead spot difli'^ult to heal over when 
the branch is finally removed. 
It is 
generally agreed that the spiral system 
of girdling is the most satisfactory.— 
Duane Cook, of Minnesota. 


GROWING JOXQUItig. 


Mrs. Margaret Deland, of Boston, 
the well-known writer, recently had 
her second annual sale of jonquils,says 
the Advertiser. 
She has been experi- 
menting to see what are the possibili- 
ties of making money in window flower 
raising by women and girls who live 
in one or two rooms. 
\Vhile there are 
not "lots of money'* in it, quite a sub- 
stantial bit mav bo added to a slender 


m 


income. 
Last September she planted 
two thousand bulbs; about fifty failed 
to come up. 
The year before she 
planted twelve hundred, 
and only 
twenty failed to appear. 
The bulbs 
co?t one to three qents apiece. 
In 
potting, a layer of moss is put in the 
bottom of the i^ot, then a spoonful of 
charcoal, then rich soil to within an 
inch of the top, in which are i)lanted 
eight or nine bulbs. Water thoroughly, 
then leave in a cool, dark place six 
weeks to two months, until the roots 
come through the bottom of the pot 
and there is quite a bit of green. Then 
bring them out and keep well watered; 
keep water in the saucer. 
They do 
not need sunshine. There were eighty- 
five plants ready and in bloom the dny 
of the sale, at SI, §1.25 and Sl.oU. 
The proceeds went to help a woman 
make success of flower raising next 
year. A woman in one room can easily 
make $15 on jonquil raising. The en- 
tire cost is about twenty cents a pot, 
and at wholesale they would 
bring 
fifty cents. 


Steel Mantels. 


The introduction of steel mantels is 
beinglargely favored by Eabtern build- 
ers in the construction of dwelling«. 
In these, all the surface below the slab 
is composed of twenty-gauge wrought 
steel, pressed iuto the desired shapo 
or style by heavy machinery, tho out- 
side surface being enameled to imi- 
tate any kind of wood or marble, the 
nature of this enameling being such 
that the material will withstand all 
changes of temperature without injury. 
Of the advantages pertaining to such 
mantels, in addition to their economy, 
prominence is given to that of dimin» 
ished weight, as compared with 
tho 
slate or marble mantel, which they 
take the place of, one of the latter 
weighing, say, some 4U0 pounds, while 
one of steel weighs only lUD, this also 
including seventy pounds for the slate 
slab which is supplied with the metal 
mantel-pieces. 
Such mantels 
hold 
their shape if the house settles, as 
there are no joints to part; they are 
fireproofi and act as a radiator of tUtf 
beat ixuteiid of absorbing it, 
— 


COLTS o x THE PARil. 


So long as teams are necessary on 
the farm to do the work with proper 
management the raising of good colts 
can be made to some extent at least 
profitable. 


A good team or teams of brood mares 
can do nearly or quite as much work 
as horses, and if kept in good condi- 
tion and properly bred to a good sire 
will bring a good colt. 
Outside of the 
cost of service it will cost practically 
nothing to raise until it is ready to 
wean. 
Then after it is two and a half 
years old, if proper care has been 
taken in training, it will be able to do 
suificient work to pay for keep until 
matured. 
So that under average con- 
ditions the cost of service and of feed- 
ing for two years will make the cost 
of the colt. 
We are driving a team of 
good young horses, one three and the 
j other four years old, that wera raised 
in this way, and they are able to do a 
very large amount of work. 
And any- 
thing like a fair colt will sell for 
double the cost of the feed for two 
years. 
By the time one team- of colts 
has matured suflioiently to be ready to 
aell, another younger team can 
be 
ready to do the work. 


Of course good mares should be kept, 
And they should be bred to a good horse. 
It is hardly advisable to keep and breed 
a plug mare, and especially if sho is 
bred to a scrub horse, 
A colt from a 
mating of this kind would hardly sell 
at a profitable ¡Drice, but there is no 
good reason for raising a colt of this 
sort. 
Average good mares can be 
secured so cheap that it is good econ- 
omy to have good mares and brood to 
good sires, using all reasonable care 
to raise good colts, and if there is any- 
where that they can be raised profit- 
ably, it is on the farm where the mares 
can bo used to an advantage in doing 
the work and the colts may be used 
suificiently to pay for their keep as 
Boon as they are old enough.—N, J, 
Shei^herd, in Nebraska Parmer, 


over tho surface of tho ground under 
the tree out about two feet beyond tho 
outer limbs; then at fruiting time 
notice tho result. 
If the ashes can bo 
stirred two or three inches in tho soil, 
all the better. 


Live stock on the farm makes tho 
farm capable of giving a profit. 
The 
animals provide a market at homo for 
a largo share of tho products and per- 
mit of selling in concentrated form 
that which would othorwiso be too 
bulky to haul. 


Comfort and convenience are most 
essential features to the countrv home, 
and if the farmer would keei> the 
wrinkles of care from his brow and 
have those about him happy and con- 
tented, he will look to these matters 
carefully and well. 
As a usual thing 
they are overlooked. 


It is not best to milk a cow too 
closo to the period of calving, 
Sho 
could be allowed to go dry for six 
weeks at least, as she should not be 
taxed to produce milk during the last 
few weeks. 
It must bo tho duty oJ 
ihe farmer to feed such cows 
very 
carefully, as milk fever may result ii 
they are made very fat. 


An inch of ram may appear as a 
very insignificant 
quantity, 
but it 
means over 17,000,000 gallons of water 
on every square mile. 
The plants 
pump a large quantity and give it ofi 
to tho air, and much is evaporated 
from the surface. 
Ic requires but o 
few inches of rain to produce crops ii 
it could be retained in tho soil. 


A generally accepted fact among 
business men nowadays is that profits 
must be expected more from close 
buying and economical management 
than by a largo x^ercentage of profits. 
So with farming and stock raising it 
is prudent management, exercise of 
good judgment and saving at all ends 
and corners, that brings things out 
right at the year's end. 


Work a little more by plan and sys- 
tem this spring. 
It is the only way 
out of trouble. 
The conditions which 
confront the farmer of to day make 
discretion, careful calculation and a 
keen sense of business management 
absolutely essential to any marked 
degree of success. 
Tho sooner wo 
come to a realizing sense of this, the 
better. 


If a farmer proposes to engage in 
dairying only to add to the stock of 
poor butter with which we are already 
deluged, he would better stay out; 
but with our advanced 
knowledge 
there is no use in this at A11. 
There 
never was a time in which there has 
been an over-supply of really good 
butter in our markets, 
Tho gilt- 
edged article always finds the ready 
buyer at a high price.
